NATIONAL CITY — This coming 


Labor Day will mean little more than a 


three-day weekend to many Americans. 
But to Ken Seaton-Msemaji, a 
parishioner at St. Rita Church, the 
struggles of the American labor 
movement are a daily, lived experience. 


He is president of the four-year-old 
United Domestic Workers of America, a 
union born, in a sense, of the Catholic 
Church. The union grew out of Seaton- 
Msemaji’s experiences with Cesar 
Chavez, a Roman Catholic who 
successfully organized another group long 
thought to be unorganizable, migrant 
farm workers. 


BUT WHILE inspiration is one thing, - 


money is the necessary ingredient which 
gets things done, and the United 
Domestic Workers union has received the 


greatest share of its funding, exclusive of : 


dues, directly from the Church. The U.S. 
bishops, through their Campaign for 
Human Development, have contributed 
$40,000 a year to the union for its first 
three years; this year the recommended 
grant is $50,000.

‘LONG OVERDUE’ — The U:S. bishops’ 
pro-life director has restated support for the 
Reagan administration’s proposed ‘‘Baby 
Doe’’ rules to protect handicapped newborns. 
In written comments filed with the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Services, 
the pro-life director, Father Edward M. Bryce, 
said the rules were long overdue and were a 
reasonable effort to protect the civil rights of 


infants. The new rules were designed to 
replace similar rules published earlier this year 
but struck down by a federal judge. 


‘TRAGEDY’ — US: military intervention 
in Central America ‘‘would be a tragedy,”’ 
according to Bishop Antonio Quarracino, 
president of the Latin American Bishops’ 
Council. ‘‘Perhaps I’m an optimist, but I 
believe that, faced with ‘the giant,’ the little 
countries will end up reaching an agreement,”’ 
he said. But if there is no agreement, ‘‘then I 
fear that Washington will intervene and that 
would be a tragedy.”’ 

FROZEN — A Milan judge has frozen the 
personal assets of the Vatican bank’s two top

‘HOMICIDE’ — A Jesuit theologian 
criticized an abortion to protect the lives of an 
unborn child’s twin and of the twins’ mother. 
Vatican Radio quoted Father Armando 
Guidetti, who said, ‘‘the direct and voluntary 
intervention to kill the child in the womb is 
gravely illicit; in terms most clear, it is a 
premeditated homicide.’

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Catholics, evangelicals: ‘Links’ are surprising

ALCALA PARK — The week-long 
National Convocation of Christian 
Leaders at the University of San Diego 
Aug. 15-19 featured several well-known 
Roman Catholic speakers and attracted 
400 participants, about a fifth of whom 
were Catholics. 


An annual summer workshop put on 
by the Fuller Theological Seminary of 
Pasadena, this year’s theme was ‘“The 
Lordship of Jesus Christ in the Local 
Church.’’ Fuller is an evangelical school 
of graduate study, and the convocation 
was sponsored, in part, by the Roman 
Catholic Diocese of San Diego. 


THIS WAS an ecumenical first of sorts 
for the evangelicals and the Catholics. 
Evangelicals are generally wary of both 
the Catholic Church in particular and 
ecumenism in general; and in contrast to 
the Catholic Church, built universally 
upon the pope’s ministry and locally upon 
that of the bishop, evangelicals are so 
loosely structured that they cut across 
Protestant denominational lines and, as a 
body, do not even belong to the World 
Council of Churches. 

Despite these seeming obstacles to 
organized dialogue and some very 


fundamental theological differences, said 
Dr. David Allan Hubbard, Fuller

Vatican praises slain Filipino

assassinated Filipino opposition leader, as 
a fighter for human rights. 


An unsigned front-page profile of 
Aquino published on Aug. 22 said, “‘He 
had re-entered the country to unite 
himself with those who struggle in a non- 
violent manner for human rights and for 
freedom.”’ 


THE 50-year-old Aquino was shot to 
death Aug. 21 at the airport in Manila, 
Philippines, as he returned after three 
years of exile in the United States. 


Aquino was returning to his homeland 
““to create a true national reconciliation 
based on justice,’’ said the L’Osservatore 
Romano profile. 


AT THE time of the L’Osservatore 
Romano article, the assassin had not been 
identified. Friends of Aquino said the 
government of President Ferdinand 
Marcos was responsible, but Marcos 
denied this, saying the assassination could 
have been done by Communists to 
increase public confusion. 


L?’Osservatore Romano ran the profile 
beside a news story of the killing.

president, evangelicals have had official 
contact with the Vatican’s Secretariat for 
Promoting Christian Unity; on the 
positive side, he noted, official Catholic 
teaching on sin and redemption is 
essentially in agreement with evangelical 
belief. 


But Catholics and evangelicals attach 
very different meanings and goals to the 
word ‘‘ecumenism,’’ noted Dr. 
Hubbard, because their basic 
understanding of ‘‘church’’ and 
‘tapostolic,’’ for example, are quite 
different. Nevertheless, Dr. Hubbard 
finds a number of basic and surprising 
‘“inkages’’ between the two groups of 
Christians. 


THERE IS much ‘‘common 
ground...on the reality of the Gospel 
events, the’ bodily resurrection and hope 
of a personal return of Christ,’’ said Dr. 
Hubbard. But where Catholics would see 
Church in terms of institution and 
ministry in terms of sacramental apostolic 
succession, evangelicals find in Scripture 
their only ‘‘authority’’ and look for an 
‘‘element of assurance’’ about their own 
salvation from ‘‘knowing Christ 
personally...as Lord and Savior.”’ 


With their Reformation emphasis on 
the priesthood of all believers, said Dr. 
Hubbard, ministry to evangelical 
Christians becomes the ‘‘application of 
apostolic doctrine...as over against the 
official role’? of the ordained priest. 
Evangelicals see no continuance of 
ministry, as such, beyond the 12 apostles 
whom Jesus chose; but they are also 
rediscovering the rich tradition of the 
Church Fathers — ‘‘that second source’’ 
— who immediately succeeded the 
apostles. 5 


For Roman Catholic theologians such 
as Karl Rahner, this early post-apostolic 
age has ‘‘normative’’ value in shaping 
what Catholics do today in terms of 
sacrament, liturgy and credal belief. 


IT IS the ‘‘primacy’’ of the Gospel 
which.-determines the evangelical rule of 
faith, said Dr. Hubbard, although there is 
a broad ‘‘spectrum’’ of evangelicals, 
including ‘‘fundamentalists who take a 
more anti-Catholic stance, (who) are 
more suspicious of the Catholic 
commitment’’ to ecumenism. 


On matters of biblical interpretation, 
noted Dr. Hubbard, Catholics are now 
exhibiting ‘‘a little more exegetical 
freedom,’’ although differences still show, 
as in the case of Marian passages, because 
Catholics must ultimately rely on the 
teaching authority of the magisterium. 


But what has made evangelicals uneasy 
in some of their discussions with Roman 
Catholics, he said, is an ‘‘avant garde’’ 
theological language which seems to 
depart from traditional understandings of 
basic Christian doctrine, such as the 
resurrection. ‘‘There are extremes that 
Roman Catholic scholarship has gone to 
that evangelicals would not be able to 
accept,”’ he said, citing Father Hans 
Kung as one example; Kung, it should be 
noted, has lost his canonical mission to 
teach as a Roman Catholic theologian. 


WHILE EVANGELICALS tend to 
see the Gospel as often ‘‘missed’’ in the 
Catholic Church, with its emphasis on 
liturgy, sacraments, saints, a celibate 
priesthood and Marian devotions, 
common Bible study between evangelicals 
and Catholics at this time does provide a 
“ink’’ between the two that wasn’t there 
before. 


A second link with Catholicism may be 
found in a growing contemplative 
movement within’ evangelical 
Christianity, and its rediscovery of many 
of the classics of Catholic spirituality, 
especially the Spanish mystics, such as 
Teresa of Avila and St. John of the Cross, 
said Dr. Hubbard. 


Even the Catholic Worker movement, 
said Dr. Hubbard, has some common 
ground with evangelicals, who find in 
Roman Catholics such as Dorothy Day a 
new commitment to the poor and a 
simpler way of life for themselves.

THE CHARISMATIC movement 
within the Catholic Church, and the 
example of the Church’s rich history of 
missionary activity and Religious orders 
are other ‘“‘links’’ for dialogue, said. Dr. 
Hubbard. But, he noted, official Catholic 
dialogue with Anglicans and Lutherans 
which shows the greatest ecumenical 
possibilities centers more on non-issues, 
such as ordination and ministry, as far as 
evangelicals are concerned. 


For evangelical Christianity, he said, 
the gut issues of ecumenical dialogue 
concern: ‘‘What do we believe about sin 
and the call to repentance? Are there 
opportunities to common ventures in 
calling people to Christ? How is ‘human 
lostness’ being treated? There is no 
salvation other than through Christ, but I 
have a feeling that some Roman Catholic 
theologians tend to hold to the possibility 
of a much more universal salvation than 
we would.’’ 


With John Paul II as pope, said Dr. 
Hubbard, ‘‘I have the feeling that the 
Catholic Church is less malleable to 
opening up to evangelical options.”’ 

BUT THE task of ecumenism, as Dr. 


Hubbard sees it, is to ‘‘minimize the . 


scandal of division and the impact of these 
divisions’? on non-Christians, and the 
‘*renewal of Christians by an experience 
of fellowship and shared life with people 
whose understanding and expression of 
faith may be different.’’ 


Ultimately, said Dr. Hubbard, - 


Catholics and Protestants would agree 
“that the church of the future is one 
church. There is no Brand A or B or C in 
the Book of Revelation. If these divisions 
are not ultimate in God’s sight, then they 
aren’t in human terms, either,’’ he said, 
but ‘‘without cheap compromise.”’ 


‘“‘We learn about the unity of the 
church from eschatology. And how much 
can we draw on that before it happens?”’

The ad limina visit 


The tradition of bishops visiting Rome to pay 
respects to the pope and to honor the tombs of St. 
Peter and St. Paul has deep roots in Church history. 

The first vestiges of this duty are found in the 
ancient practice of celebrating twice a year provincial 
councils of the bishops of Italy. In the fifth century, 
Pope Leo I began to extend the duty beyond Italy. In 
743, Pope Zacharias decreed that bishops living close 
enough to Rome should make their ad limina in 
person, but permitted those far away to do so by 
letter. In the 13th century, Pope Gregory IX imposed 
an oath in which bishops, before their consecration, 
promised to visit Rome. 

Legislation formalizing this practice first appeared 
in 1585, when Pope Sixtus V_ endorsed such 
visitations as dictated ‘‘by good law and _ the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit.’’ In 1740, Pope 
Benedict XIV _ established a specific Vatican 
congregation (department) to deal with the reports of 
bishops when they made their ad limina. 

The term ‘‘ad limina’’ (literally, ‘‘to the 
threshold’’) as applied to the episcopal visit refers to 
the act of pilgrimage made by diocesan bishops to the 
tombs of St. Peter-and St. Paul. 

The object of the visit is not merely to make a 
pilgrimage to the tombs of the apostles. Above all, the 
trip is to show proper reverence for the Successor of 
St. Peter, to acknowledge practically his universal 
jurisdiction, and to receive his admonitions and 
counsels — thus binding more closely the members of 
the Church to its Divinely-appointed head. 

This official journey is marked by a personal visit 


between the bishop and the Holy Father and a. 


rendering of a report on the general condition of the 
local church which the visiting bishop heads. 

Bishop Maher will make his ad limina visit during 
the week of September 5. His impending visit to 
_ Rome serves to remind us all that our Church is truly 
_ catholic — universal in its dimensions — but hardly a 
conglomerate of which our diocesan community is but 
a ‘‘branch office.”’ 

Vatican II’s Decree on the Pastoral Office of Bishops 
teaches that each diocese constitutes ‘‘one particular 
church in which the one, holy, catholic and apostolic 
Church of Christ is truly present and active.’’ 

It is through the communion of local churches 
throughout the world that we become one in the bonds 
of unity and faith. : 

In greeting our bishop, Pope John Paul ITI shows 


solicitude to us and respect for the dignity we enjoy as _ 


a ‘‘particular church.’’ 

In presenting himself at the “‘threshold’’ of. the 
Eternal City, Bishop Maher represents us all as a 
pilgrim, entreating St. Peter and St. Paul on the very 
ground they trod, to walk as well among us in the two 
counties of the Diocese of San Diego.

Cultural ‘imposition’? 

I have read the August 4, 1983 article 
on the proposed pastoral letter of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
on an ‘‘Hispanic Ministry for the Church 
in the United States.’’. 


The article, accompanied by a front 
page photograph of five illegal aliens 
being taken into custody by Border Patrol 
officers, appears to strike a political, 
rather than apolitical, position with 
regard to ‘‘Hispanics’’ in the Church. 

The Roman Catholic Church is 
historically composed of numerous 
cultures in all parts of the world. Those 


cultures have accompanied Catholics to 
the . United. States and many - other: - 


countries to which they have migrated. It 
is conceded that the Church gave up 
much of its universality when Vatican II 
ruled out the saying of Mass in Latin and 
ordered the use of the vernacular. The 
cultures are still found, however, in many 
parishes where sermons, or homilies, are 
given in the language relative to the 
particular culture; French, German, 
Polish, Spanish, etc. 

It is quite evident that there have 
always been ethnic ‘“‘presences’’ in the 
Church. It is even more clear that all of 
these groups are divinely united in the 
mission of loving and serving God as 
Catholics. Thus there is no need for one 
group to impose a particular cultural 
position on the whole body.

Pro-life, peace, are linked 
VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II linked the pro- 
life and peace movements during his general audience Aug. 24. 


_ “The cause of peace is the cause of life, and everything that 
wounds, weakens or destroys life attacks peace and the destiny of 
humanity,”’ he said in English-language greetings to two groups. 

In his main audience talk, Pope John Paul discussed the 
formation of moral conscience.

The path toward a mature moral conscience cannot éven 


begin if the spirit is not free from a mortal illness which is very _ 


‘widespread today; indifference toward the truth,’ he said. 


A person who is indifferent runs the danger of ‘confusing 
fidelity to his or her own conscience with adhesion to any 


personal opinion or to the opinion of the majority,’’ the pope 
added. 


Describing pride as the ‘‘ultimate origin”’ of ‘‘this very grave 
spiritual illness,’’Pope John Paul called for greater participation 
in the sacrament of reconciliation especially during the Holy 
Year of Redemption. 


He also urged adherence to the Church’s teaching authority 
(magisterium) as an authoritative guideline in forming moral 
conscience. 


“Fidelity to the magisterium of the Church keeps the moral 
conscience from going astray from the truth about the good of 
man,”’ he said. 


“It is not right to think of the moral conscience of the 
individual and the magisterium of the Church as two 
competitors as two realities in conflict,’’ Pope John Paul added. 

“The authority which the magisterium enjoys, through the 
will of Christ, exists in order that the moral conscience may reach 
truth with security and remain there,’’ he said.

Tridentine sect alienates affection 


The Tridentine Latin Rite Church (TLRC) recently lost an 
alienation of affection suit filed by a father of five children. The 
plaintiff charged that the TLRC, a controversial sect which broke 
away from the Roman Catholic Church in 1968, had destroyed 
his eight-year marriage and caused irreparable damage to his 
family. . 

Although Jerry O’Neil had asked the court for $1.7 million, 
the jury in Coeur D’ Alene, Idaho, awarded him $500,000 in 
punitive damages and $250,000 in compensatory damages; each 
of O’Neil’s children (ages 9-16) was awarded $50,000 in 
compensatory damages. 


O’Neil began preparing legal action nine years ago, when his 
wife, Pauline, joined the TLRC at the suggestion of her mother 
and two sisters. During the trial last month, he testified that 
TLRC leaders had convinced his ex-wife of the invalidity of their 
marriage by ‘“‘brainwashing and indoctrinating’’ her; then they 
advised the couple to live as ‘‘brother and sister’’ until O’Neil 
would join the TLRC and promise to raise his children in the 
sect. 


The TLRC’s attorney is expected to file a motion for a stay of 
execution while he appeals the verdict on the grounds that the 
religious beliefs and practices of the TLRC, as those of any 
church, are protected under the First Amendment. O’Neil, who 
acted as his own attorney, explained that he won his case because 
“‘T showed them that what the TLRC did to our marriage was 
not part of its religious beliefs.’’ Refusing to join the TLRC, he 
said that he pursued the suit because he felt the TLRC was 
continuing its attempts to lure his children away from him. 


It could be years (if ever) before O’Neil and his children collect _ 


the million dollars awarded them. Meanwhile the court will try to 
decide that which is usually decided in the privacy of conscience 
or in the secrecy of the confessional. All practitioners of religion 
(clergy and laity alike) must ask if their actions are consistent 
with their beliefs.

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Our Christian Way of Life

Every time a program or movement within the Church 
adovcates the reading of and meditation on Scripture by 


_ groups of lay people, someone raises the objection that the 


possibility of falling into error is too great for such study 
and discussion to be unsupervised — preferably by a 
theologian of sorts. It is a mistrust that irritates, if not 
angers, some but also echoes the fears of a number of 
laity. ; : 

It is as though we believe that Scripture should only be 
read by scholars for only they could fully understand what 
it is saying. Yet there is the evidence of the Gospels that 
Jesus did not address Himself only to the learned, but to 
the ordinary men and women of the towns and villages 
whose education we can assume to have been minimal. 


OF COURSE, we need our St. Pauls to interpret and 
synthesize and to carry us beyond our own experience, 
but we need our St. Peters too, who, in faith, find in the 
words of Jesus the echo and meaning of their life 
experience. Everyone who wants to be Christian must 
read Scripture and read it regularly and expect God to 
speak to him or her through it. 

We may not understand all the implications theologians 
lay out for us; we may be confused when we come upon 
apparent contradictions; but if we approach our reading 
reverently in an earnest desire to communicate with 
Jesus, He will communicate with us and in a. very 
personal and transforming way.., 


Ins and Outs

Karl Rahner, asking what it means to love Jesus, talks 
about reading ina special way — one different from the 
intellectual approach — in which the words ‘‘will first 
signify a challenge — a challenge to allow what the words 
say to summon up the content of one’s own life experience 
and so afford them entry into one’s mind and heart.” 


HE IS NOT specifically referring to Scripture in these 
references, but they apply equally in that context. He goes 
on to say, ‘‘...we only really understand these words 
(words like love, fidelity, patience) by gathering together 
our life experiences while listening to them — slowly, 
patiently, ever and again listening to our own lives — just 
as someone might collect fresh spring water in a beaker as 
it wells ‘up slowly out of the earth.” 


When we read the Gospels and the Epistles, for that 
matter, while listening to the experiences of our own lives 
and at the same.time listening for God’s word He asks of 
us, we come very close to understanding what He has in 
mind for us and what He asks of us. If our life experience 
has been profound, the communications we receive will 
very likely also be profound. If we have not yet lived 
deeply — and loved and suffered deeply — then perhaps 
we shall have to wait a while until we are ready for 
dramatic life-transforming insights. But if we enter into 
such reading and reflecting with a real longing to know 
Jesus and ourselves better, we will. There is no doubt 
about it. 


The way of Christ in me 


I often think that we do not trust God, enough. Even 
very good and quite saintly people sometimes act as if 
God must be protected from the possible 
misunderstanding of His people — as though we must 
insist that there is only one right way of coming to Him, 
only one way of praying or seeking and finding. We 
perhaps overlook that God is the Creator of the endless 
variety of life and well aware of its potential and state of 


_ development. Even if we should fall into honest and 


accidental minor error, it probably is not particularly 


‘disturbing to Him! 


OF COURSE, if our Scripture study is to be serious we 
need, at least, a good and simple commentary to aid our 
reflection, but when we read for comfort and as prayer, 
surely we can allow ourselves to rest upon His words in 
the confidence that He meant them for us, in. an 
intimately personal way, just as much as for the more 
erudite? 


One small Bible study group decided to take the words 
of Jesus seriously and cast aside fear and anxiety — to lay 
all things in the hands of God in every area of their lives 
— for one week! The consensus when the week ended was 
that trusting totally in Him not only made for a great 
sense of freedom and peace of mind but called one to 
greater union with God. It was a simple test of tying one’s 
reading into one’s living experience — and well worth 
trying, but every week! 


The priest-restaurant owner | 


You may have heard about Father Peter Jacobs, a 
priest of the Archdiocese of Washington, who is an 
operator of a New York restaurant. When asked by his 
bishop to return and do priestly work, Father Jacobs 
opted to stay with the restaurant because ‘‘it provided a 
base for carrying out various forms of ministry.’’

for only $5. I feature Bible meals like specials with 
Jerusalem artichokes; we have a Tower of Babel sundae 
people just can’t describe with those mixtures of ice cream 
and syrups.

Moral Perspectives

Human life is a gift and an investment. We sustain the 


moral obligation to do whatever is required for the . 


healthy functioning of one’s body/person — dying well is 
really living well with a dying body. 

Herein lies the greatest problematic facing ethical 
decisions about the right to life. When does the 
responsibility to preserve life cease? I think that the best 
reply is: medical procedures appropriate to a patient when 
there remains hope for recovery cease when such recovery 
has become impossible. 


. FOR THE terminal patient, then, the question is not 
‘How long can I live?’’ but rather, ‘“How can I best use 
the life that remains to me?”’ 


The patient has the first responsibility toward all 
medical-ethical decisions about his/her life. Importantly, 
this informed consent cannot be simply a blank check to the 
physician; it must remain under the patient’s control 
whenever this is possible and meaningful. 


State legislatures across America are presently debating 


- so-called ‘‘natural death’’ bills which would permit a 


person to sign a “‘living will,’’ stating that he/she does not 
want one’s life prolonged artificially after a physician 
states that there is no hope for recovery. Advocates of 


- such bills indicate that every person is entitled to ‘‘die 


with dignity.’’ So far, 15 states have passed such laws. 


manna, like the Israelites had in the desert.”’ 


Asked about specific ministries, Father Big Tony said: 
‘In the restaurant I do lots of marriage counseling. When 
a husband and wife fight at a meal, I send over 
complimentary Irish coffee with a note saying they should 
work in tandem the way the Irish whiskey and the cream 
and coffee blend together. There was this man who 
always came with his wife. But one time he showed up 
with another dame, so I figure he’s cheating. The next 
day I call and ask him if he wants to talk to me about it. 
Can I help? Does he need professional counseling? He 
told me to mind my own business, but in a few cases I 
helped. Or if there’s a young couple, not married, coming 
to my place for too long a time, I present them with a free 
weekend at an Engaged Couple’s Encounter.”’ 


“In our bar we have sing-alongs and I look out for 
people with good voices. Then I check out where they 
live; if they’re church-going people, I get in touch with 
the pastor, suggest he sign them up for the parish choir. 
One time I really found a great voice. This guy’s the 
cantor in a downtown parish and doing fine. Naturally he 
doesn’t sing as well without a few beers, but at least they 
got a cantor.”’

WHAT IS A real ethical difficulty with such bills? I 
think that the main problem is that a person gives to a 
physician a blank check and thus surrenders the 
responsibility that belongs primarily to oneself. When a 
patient is unable to make such decisions (e.g., the person 
is unconscious), the guardian of the patient (ordinarily the 


‘ family) must make these decisions in the patient’s best’ 


interest. 


Acting in behalf of a patient includes the fact that the 
guardians should not totally ignore their own personal 
concerns: i.e., they have the right to also carefully 
consider the sacrifices of time, emotional strain, and 
money. Such sacrifices have reasonable limits. 


ANOTHER WAY of saying this same thing: the 
patient would hardly wish his or her family to be uselessly 
burdened. 

What about the elderly patient who is not actually 
dying at the moment but is extremely debilitated? What if 
this patient gets pneumonia or some other infection that 
threatens his/her life? 


Decisions in such cases always carry with them a great 
burden. How can one withhold an available procedure 
that will grant a person a few more days, months or even 
years of life? 


WHEN FATHER Tony was asked what he did there 
that he couldn’t do as a regular priest, he said: ‘‘It’s like 
Zaccheus in the Bible, who met Jesus and threw a party 
for Him. He got a lot of his friends in to meet the Rabbi. 
All my customers know I’m a priest. They keep asking me 
Church questions, like, how come this guy got an 
annulment, and how they can get their priest changed 
because he doesn’t listen to them. I sit them down and 
over a drink I get them talking. You can’t do that in a 
confessional. I’m right up front and we can level.’’ 


How about vocations to the priesthood? Big Tony said: 
‘‘T can do that there. One or two of my bus boys and 
waiters are in the seminary. I told them they always have 
a job here, but maybe they could do more in the 
priesthood. If they’re lousy waiters or bus boys I don’t 
send them to the seminary because being a priest means 
you got to wait a lot, take a lot of guff and like in a 
restaurant, believe the customer’s always right.”’ 


Possibly Big Tony had a point. Yet maybe the place the 
priest really belongs is at the altar, in the pulpit, in the 
confessional. It may not be as exciting as running a 
restaurant, but it sure has its rewarding moments.

THIS DECISION should carry a burden. If I or 
someone else makes the decision with no anxiety or 
hesitancy, then probably we have not understood or 
considered fully enough the complexities of the issue. 
Catholic moral theology has traditionally taught ‘that 
while we sustain the serious obligation to preserve and 
promote life, we are not obliged to use each and every 
means in all circumstances. 


Moral decisions about life impose only normal 
obligations. No one is bound to have recourse to a 
medical procedure which is disproportionate to the results 
that can be expected. 


Such documents as Christian Affirmation of Life and 
the Living Will may be used by a person as a means of 
informing the family and physician as a help in preparing 
for one’s dying. But such documents should not be given 
legal status by natural death acts for reasons mentioned 
already in this article, as well as the fact that potentially 
such acts can lead to a disrespect for human life and 
inhuman care for the dying patient. 


EVERY DECISION about one’s right to life is a 
decision not simply of the mind and intellect, but also a 
decision of character. No life-decision must ever be allowed 
to become merely a technological judgment. Human 
dignity and integrity demand that such decisions always 
profess the moral nature of every individual person.

During the Vietnam war, some 
individuals in the diocese received ‘‘very 
personal’’ letters asking for financial help 
from a ‘“‘bishop’’ in the war-torn country. 


Few of them realized they were being 
duped by one of scores of mission frauds 
that continue to plague good-hearted 
people. The letters 
than an attempt to prey on an American 
mentality which at that time was 
sympathetic ‘to the South Vietnamese 
cause,’’ said Msgr. Anthony Chylewski, 
diocesan director for the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith. 


FRAUDULENT missions appeals 
emanate from Third World countries and 
from the United States. The scope of the 
scams is not easy to identify, Msgr. 
Chylewski said, but last year, some $10 
million was collected fraudulently in the 
United States alone by organizations not 
registered and recognized by government 
agencies, he noted. 


Fighting fraud is part of the work of the 
Society, but primarily ‘“‘we are an 
education office. We educate our people 
as to the Church involvement in the 
developing countries of the world,”’ 
Msgr. Chylewski said. 


The missions office is also available to 
people who want to check the legitimacy 
of a missions appeal. The Society’s New 
York headquarters warns diocesan offices 
about documented frauds currently 
circulating in this country. The Holy See 
also issues warnings about missions

appeals coming ‘‘from what appear to be 
legitimate sources in Third World 
countries.”’ 


IF A local Catholic receives an appeal 
from a missionary who identifies himself 
as Catholic, the missions office will, at the 
person’s request, contact the other bishop 
to see if the missionary is known, if he is 

working with the approval of the bishop, 
and if his work is worthy. This double- 
check system is routinely used for the 
Society’s in-house operations. 


L.A. D.A. won’t prosecute 


LOS ANGELES (NC) District 
Attorney Robert H. Philibosian said 
Aug. 19 that no one will be prosecuted in 
connection with the abortions of 16,431 
fetuses, whose remains were found stored 
near Los Angeles 18 months ago. 

But the court fight between the district 
attorney’s office and the American Civil 
Liberties Union over whether to bury or 
incinerate the fetuses remains undecided, 
according to an Aug. 20 Los Angeles 
Times report. 


IN FEBRUARY 1982, the remains of 
16,431 fetuses were found, most of them 
in a container on the property of Malvin 
R. Weisberg, who had formerly operated 
Medical Analytic Laboratories, Inc., in 
Santa Monica, Calif. The fetuses 
apparently were sent to Weisberg’s 
laboratory by hospitals which perform 
abortions. 


The district attorney’s office held 193 
of the larger fetuses as evidence for 
possible prosecution of the abortionists. 


Philibosian said there will be no 
prosecutions because California’s 1967 
therapeutic abortion law was declared 
unconstitutional last February by 
Superior Court Judge Eli Chernow.

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CHERNOW RULED that the 1967 
law, which barred abortions after 20 
weeks of pregnancy, did not conform to 
the 1973 U.S. Supreme Court decision 
legalizing abortion during the first two 
trimesters (about 26 weeks) of pregnancy. 


Meanwhile, the question of the disposal » 


of the fetuses remained unsettled. 


Last December, Chernow granted a 
request by the Catholic League for 
Religious and Civil Rights for 
authorization of then-District Attorney 
John Van de Kamp’s plan to bury the 
fetuses. The judge explicitly recognized 
the First Amendment rights of religious- 


“minded citizens to conduct a memorial 


service in conjunction with the burial. 


PHILIBOSIAN also supported burial 


_of the fetuses. 


But in March, the California Supreme 
Court granted a stay of the court order to 
bury the fetuses at the request of the 
Feminist Women’s Health Center, an 
abortion clinic, and the American Civil 
Liberties Union. 

The case between the ACLU and the 
district attorney’s office was expected to 
go before the California Supreme Court 
in late September. 
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“If people realized that we could offer 
them this kind of service, they might 
approach us more often. Unfortunately, 
some Catholics don’t know we can assist 
them in this way,’’ Msgr. Chylewski said. 


‘Policing our ranks’’ through close 
contact with bishops usually eliminates 
most of the fraud that comes from within 
the Church, Msgr. Chylewski said. Even 
an established missionary who asks the 
Society for money is scrutinized under 
this ‘‘double check’’ system. 


The Society aids the Third World, 
which encompasses 880 different 
ecclesiastical jurisdictions in Africa, most 
of the Latin American continent, virtually 
the entire continent of Asia, Oceania and 
parts of Europe. 


FRAUDS FROM from the Third 
World, while not as frequent as bogus 
appeals originating within the United 
States, are not unusual. ‘‘I think the 
underlying cause for much of the fraud 
from the Third World is the poverty of 
the people. It’s the same poverty that 
accounts for so much theft in those 
countries,’’ Msgr. said. 


Some losses are sustained when people 
‘‘naively’’ send money out of the country 
to a particular person or mission project 
without protecting it. ‘‘Anything sent 
from the U.S. would be targeted for theft, 
unless the U.S. Post Office protections 
are used,’’ Msgr.Chylewski added. 


Mail should be registered and parcels , 


should be insured, he advised. Return 
receipts should be purchased at the post 
office for all mail. 


Fraudulent missions appeals prey on our sympathy 


Other advice the peasants office has for 
donors is: 

¢ Check the legitimacy of any appeal 
for help from an unfamiliar person or 
organization by calling the Society. ‘‘It is 
folly to respond to that kind of appeal 
without first inquiring about its 
legitimacy.’’ 

e ‘*‘Non-denominational’’ 
organizations should always be checked. 
There are at least 20 such organizations in 
the United States that are under 
investigation by the Internal Revenue 
Service. Fraudulent ““non- 
denominational’’ appeals want to appear 
religious without being Catholic; if they 
claimed to be Catholic, the Society would 
check them out. 


e ‘Adoption type’’ appeals that 
promise personal contact with the 
recipient are ‘‘suspect,’’ Msgr. 


Chylewski said. The Society. recently 
exposed a fraud employing the 
‘‘adoption’’ ruse, but was unable to shut 
it down. 


“If we have any doubts about the 
legitimacy of an appeal, we don’t hesitate 
to pursue whatever avenues’’ are 
necessary, he said.

MOST OF the frauds come from this 
country, and the majority of those fakes 
emanate from the East Coast. U.S. frauds 
are ‘‘professionally done,’’ he noted. 


The million-dollar mission fraud 
business “‘shocks’’ Msgr. Chylewski in 
one sense: “‘It points out the fact that 
people are willing to trust organizations 
that project a charitable image.”’

blind and disabled either by county and 
city welfare agencies or private firms who 
contract out those same services.. 


‘“Non-union help makes the minimum 
wage, but that’s deceiving,’’ said Seaton 
Msemaji. ‘‘Many work more than an 
eight-hour day and 40-hour week and 
don’t get paid overtime; many live-in 
domestics work a 50-100 hour week; and 
even the mimimum wage is not a living 
wage for an adult.’’ 


Domestic workers, he said, are not 
even covered by the National Labor 
Relations Act. ‘‘No law in this country 
protects them. In my opinion — I really 
try to make responsible statements — and 
for all practical. purposes, domestic 
workers are at best indentured servants, 
and this is 1983 in the United States of 
America.’’ 


‘OUR. SOCIETY is not just. 
Compared to other countries, even with 
all of our problems, we’re the best in the 
world. But just good religion tells us we’re 
falling short in many areas,’’ he said. 


Domestics are ‘‘like other exploited 
people,’’ said Seaton-Msemaji, and they 


tend to stay just that ‘‘unless they fight 


their way out...and then the public gets 
upset and feels the exploited group is too 
aggressive rather than victims....”’ 


The UDW has been affiliated with the 
AFL-CIO since 1982, but organized 
labor has yet to really support the union’s 
efforts, he said. ‘‘Since we became 
affiliated with organized labor they have 
given us some help, but not as much as 
the Catholic Church. The perception has 
been that it’s been impossible to organize 
domestics because they have no common 
workplace and are scattered all over.’” 


BUT THE experience of Cesar 
Chavez and the United Farm Workers 
“proved that poor people can be 
organized and will fight for their rights 
once they believe that there is even a small 


NEW YORK — Cardinal Terence 
Cooke is suffering from acute leukemia, 
the Archdiocese of New York announced 
Aug. 26. A four-paragraph statement said 
Cardinal Cooke, who also heads the U.S. 
church’s Military Vicariate, suffered 
from ‘‘acute leukemia complicating a 
chronic lymphoma condition.”’ 

Father Peter Finn, director of 
communications for the archdiocese, told 
a news conference Cardinal Cooke could 
die within ‘‘a matter of months...the 
prognosis is that the disease is terminal. 
It’s a severe leukemia and it’s moving 
quickly,’’ Father Finn said. The 
statement said Cardinal Cooke, 62, was 
being cared for at home and added that 
Pope John Paul II had been notified of the 
diagnosis. 


ray of hope,’’ said Seaton-Msemaji, who 
is very optimistic about the UDW’s 
future as a growing, viable labor union. 


Involvement with Chavez in the 1970s 
brought Seaton-Msemaji back to the 
Church, which he abandoned after 
confirmation at age 12. ‘‘When you’re 
with Cesar Chavez you stop everything 
on Sunday and go to Mass. Even the non- 
Catholics went to Mass with him out of 
respect.”’

e ‘‘real salt of the earth people...they’re 
honest, have a great deal of compassion, 
believe in hard work and sacrifice,’’ said 
Seaton-Msemaji. ‘‘Once that kind of 
person starts to move, there’s no stopping 
them.’’ 


THE UDW has not been 
enthusiastically received by some within 
organized labor itself and by county and 
municipal government, said Seaton- 
Msemaji, as well as from some companies 
providing in-home support services. ‘‘But 
eventually they try to cooperate rather 
than fight us. 


‘We are completely open and free to 
take the best that (organized) labor has 
demonstrated and avoid the worst,’’ he 
said. As for local governments which 
employ homemakers, “‘they’ve engaged a 
wage-slave situation for a number of 
years, and we’re out to upset that.’’ 


One of the biggest problems facing 
domestic workers is that they are often an 
‘“invisible work force,’’ even to those who 
employ them in their own homes, said 
Seaton-Msemaji. 

PEOPLE WHO hire domestics often 
‘*see them as helpers, as doing them a 
favor, rather than as employees,’’ he said. 
‘‘There is no perception that they are 
employers and that these people are 
employees.”’ 


Overall, UDW membership is. still 
small, and the wage and fringe benefits 
won in first-time contract negotiations 
would not seem impressive next to the 
bigger settlements reached by larger, 
long-established unions; but they have 
been won where they have never been 
won before, and without resort to labor’s 
ultimate bargaining tool, the strike. 


Church funding for UDW’s first two 
years of operation were for San Diego 
County, and last year’s CHD grant was 
for organizing in San Bernardino 
County, said a CHD spokesman in 
Washington; should the 1983 grant be 
approved as recommended, the bishops’ 
Campaign for Human Developmest will 
have awarded the union, whose 
membership is almost all female, two- 
thirds of them. minorities, $170,000 in 
just a four-year period.

careful supervision, probably can be 
involved in public outreach.

So many of our liturgies are chaos, and 
that’s really sad.”’ 


EACH YOUTH group should have a 
liturgy commission that works with the 


parish liturgy committee. ‘“‘You can’t 


work in isolation,’’ Father White noted. 


The regular Sunday readings should 
not be discarded because they don’t easily 
fit into a RENEW theme, he said. 
‘“‘We’re picking and choosing 
readings...but we really should stick with 
the Sunday reading so people get a full 
view of Scripture. 


Candles, flowers and lighting are all 
important too, he said, but ‘‘liturgy does 
not need gimmicks because it speaks for 
itself.”’

SAN DIEGO — Saint Augustine High 
School for Boys and St. Rose of Lima 
elementary school in Chula Vista will 
offer courses in computer programming 
this coming school year. The schools will 
use computers given to them by the Apple 
and Kaypro companies. 


‘‘We’ve been slow in getting into 
computer education mainly because of 
the cost,’’ said Augustinian Father John 
Pejza, principal of Saints. ‘‘Now that the 
cost of microcomputers has dropped 
considerably, we’re able to equip a 
computer lab for a reasonable amount of 
money,’’ he added. Donations from the 
Alumni Association and the parents’ 
Austin Guild -have made the program 
possible. 


SAINTS REMODELED a classroom 
and equipped it with 15 computers, 
enough for a class of 30 students. ‘‘We 
were given three computers — two from 
Kaypro and one from Apple. In addition 
‘we have purchased monitors, several 
printers, disk drives and Commodore 64 
computers to round out our instructional 
hardware,’’ Father Pejza said. 


School officials hope every student will 
receive some computer instruction before 
graduation. ‘‘We’re starting a_ pilot

program for thirty students this year, but 
within three years, I would like to have 
every student become familiar with the 
operation of a computer. Our students 
must get a basic knowledge of computers 
if they are to be able to enter college or the 
work world on an equal footing with 
students from other schools,’’ the 
principal said. 

Father Pejza will teach the computer 
course, which will include instruction in 
-BASIC, a common language used for 
microcomputers. Introduction to LOGO, 
another language, will be given, as well as 
an introduction to word processing and 
data processing. 


ST. ROSE of Lima was given two 
Kaypro microcomputers and expects to 
receive an Apple computer in September. 
Michael Martin, the seventh grade 
instructor, will teach the computer 
classes. 


The upper grades of rm Chula Vista 
parochial school will be taught first. As 
more equipment is obtained by donations 
or purchases, students from lower grades 
will be exposed to the hardware. The 
school hopes to start first graders on 
computers sometime next year.

of all our major institutions,’’ according 
to Msgr. Higgins, but he said, “‘many 
Americans will gag at the proposition that 
unions are indispensable.’’ 


IN HIS speech Msgr. Higgins says 
Americans must realize ‘‘that full 
employment is a compelling ethical 
imperative, that solving the problem of 
inflation by creating high levels of 
unemployment runs contrary to the 
dictates of social justice and _ that 
voluntary agencies cannot be expected to 
pick up all the slack.”’ 


Msgr. Higgins suggests the 
development of a national industrial 
policy and he calls for an objective study 
of whether, or to what extent, the 
American economic system is failing to 
meet Pope John Paul II’s Laborem Exercens 
(On Human Work) encyclical themes 
that work is for the person, not vice versa, 
and that labor has priority over capital. 


Profit-sharing, co-management and co- 
ownership of the means of production are 
few and far between in the United States, 
Msgr. Higgins says, and _ historically 
neither labor nor management has looked 
with favor on reforms of this type. 


‘“‘THERE ARE some indications, 
however, that the current recession may 
prompt the parties to recognize the 
limitations of traditional collective 
bargaining and to _ proceed, 
experimentally, in the direction outlined 
in the encyclical.’’ 


In pre-Labor Day remarks at The 
Catholic University of America in 
Washington, Msgr. Higgins said that 
“economic segregation’’ in the United 
States is much more serious that has been 
realized. 


““No one has a grip on the problem or 
knows how to adjust our economy to meet 
this development,’’ he said.. An especially 
disturbing problem is the increasing 
number of people ‘‘too unskilled’’ to get 
any kind of work. 


‘‘WHEN I was a kid, most people 
were lucky if they got into high school, 
but they all found work. They workéd on 
railroads, in construction work or learned 
a craft. Today a kid coming out of high 
school, and high school is minimum, 
can’t automatically fall into a job,’’ Msgr. 
Higgins noted. 


There is no easy solution to the nation’s 
economic and labor problems. ‘‘The 
tendency is to jump every five years to a 
new theory of how things work. It used to 
be said that automation would put 
everyone out of work. Well, it didn’t. 


_ Now it is said that robots and computers 


will put everyone out of work. It isn’t that 
simple. 

““More and more people will realize 
that this labor and work transformation is 
so radical, so widespread, that we just 
can’t continue to approach it piecemeal. 
There has to be some way of looking at it 
as a national problem, so that we just 
don’t keep stumbling from one crisis to 
another,’’ Msgr. Higgins said.

ROME (NC) — The coming election of a new Jesuit 
superior general resembles in many ways a conclave to 
elect a pope. 


In the fall of 1978, the papal conclave gathered 111 
cardinals behind locked doors and their election of a pope 
was signaled by white smoke from a small chimney. The 
new church leader took the name of Pope John Paul II. 


THIS SEPTEMBER 220 Jesuits will gather behind 
locked doors in Rome, a few steps from the Vatican, to 
elect a new superior general. 


‘<And one of the only differences, procedurally, is that 
there won’t be any smoke,’’ says a high Jesuit official. 


The primary purpose for the Jesuits’ 33rd general 
congregation, scheduled to open Sept. 2 and last 
throughout the month, is to elect a successor to the ailing 
Father Pedro Arrupe, the Jesuits’ 75-year-old superior 
general. 


IT WILL also rnark the end of a nearly two-year term 
of rule by 81-year-old Father Paolo Dezza, who was 
appointed by Pope John Paul in October 1981 to lead the 
26,000 Jesuits until a general congregation took place. 


Jesuit rules try to prevent the choice of a superior from 
being subject to political maneuvering. Participants in 
the general congregation are specifically prohibited from 
conducting campaigns for a certain candidate. 


‘In electing a general there are no candidacies at all, 
no indications or ‘nominations’ as understood in the 
Anglo-Saxon world,” said the Jesuit official, who asked 
not to be named. 


‘“‘THE ELECTORS are asked not to come to a 
definitive judgment before the session for the election, 
which begins with a time of prayer,’’ he added. “Tt is 
during this time of prayer, and only then, that the elector 
should decide on his choice.’’ 


In an April 22 letter to the members of the Society of 
Jesus, Father Dezza reminded the members that the 
election must take place ‘‘without any presentation of 
candidacies, or any electoral propagandizing, all of which 
is completely foreign to our way of proceeding.”’ 


Father Dezza’s letter also announced that 
representatives had bedén elected to the general 
congregation from each of the Jesuits’ 77 provinces or 
independent vice provinces. Each province elects two 
delegates who accompany the provincial to the meeting. 
Independent vice provinces elect one delegate each. 


THE ELECTION of a superior general is not 
expected to take place until a week to 10 days after the 
general congregation has begun. 


After choosing a secretary and assistant secretary for 
the meeting, the Jesuits at the 1983 general congregation 
will have to consider a matter never before discussed at 
such a session: the resignation of the Jesuit superior 
general. 


VIENNA, Austria (NC) — The head of the Roman 
Catholic Church in Czechoslovakia has asked the 
Communist government to ease religious restrictions. 
Cardinal Frantisek Tomasek, 84, of Prague, asked for ‘‘a 
more fruitful alternative to this old, continuous, 
superfluous conflict.’’ The cardinal’s criticisms came after 
an anti-religious program on state television. The cardinal 
noted that religious freedom was guaranteed in the 
constitution, but in practice the government discriminates 
against believers in schools and in jobs. Also criticized 
were prohibitions against the publishing of the documents 
of Vatican II; house searches resulting in the confiscation 
of religious publications; allowing a limited number of 
legal church publications in comparison with the 
Communist press. While the state provides funds to 
restore churches, much of the money comes from 
confiscated church property; the state pays priests’ 
salaries but determines which priests can carry out their 
public ministry and determines the number of students 
who can enter seminaries.

The post of 
superior general was formerly held until death, but the 
32nd Jesuit general congregation, held in 1965, voted to 
allow a superior to resign for serious reasons. 


BEFORE HE suffered a major stroke on Aug: 7, 1981, 
Father Arrupe had begun the process for his resignation 
but then halted it at the pope’s personal request. 


The Jesuit delegates will open their meeting by 


celebrating a Mass with Pope John Paul. 
“The Jesuit official does not think the pope: will say | 


anything new in his address during the Mass. 


‘“HIS POSITION (about the Jesuits) is clear, and I 
don’t think he’ll say anything new,”’ he said. 

In his last major talk to Jesuit leaders, Feb. 27, 1982, 
Pope John Paul praised the society’s past contributions to 
the Church but warned that ‘‘there is no longer room for 
deviations’’? from the Church’s prohibition on direct 
political involvement by priests and its demand for 
doctrinal fidelity. 

Despite the Jesuits’ special fourth vow of obedience to 
the pope, the election of the new superior general will be 
‘‘completely free’’ and Pope John Paul has no veto power 
over the man chosen, the Jesuit official said. 

ACCORDING TO planned procedures, at the 
congregation Father Arrupe’s resignation will be accepted 
and the Jesuits will elect a commission to evaluate the 
state of the society and to report its findings to electors. 

Then begins the ‘‘quatriduum,’’ a four-day period of 
information gathering by the electors which has gained 
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the uncomplimentary Italian title of the 
‘‘mormorazioni,’? meaning whispering, grumbling, 
muttering or murmuring. 

During that time, the electors will be able to ask one 
another about the background or personal characteristics 
of any Jesuit. But participants are not supposed to 
volunteer any information that has not been requested. 


AT THE end of the four days, the electors will be 
locked into the voting room after a Mass of the Holy 
Spirit. : ! 

They will remain in the room until a new superior has 
been elected. 

After a 15-minute spiritual exhortation and a 
45-minute period of meditation, the voting begins. No 
abstentions are allowed by the electors, and a majority of 
at least 111 voters is required for the election of a superior 
general.

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Vatican denies connection with 
priest who ran WWII Rat Line

WASHINGTON (NC) — The priest 
who ran the ‘‘Rat Line’’ that reportedly 
smuggled alleged war criminal Klaus 
Barbie out of Europe after World War II 
was, in the words of U.S. government 
documents, a ‘‘Fascist and war 
criminal;’’” a ‘‘resettlement 
chief?’ connected to the Vatican; or 
‘‘above all; a Croatian nationalist.’’ 


The priest, Father Krunoslav 
Draganovic, ran a human smuggling 
operation that helped the escape of 
‘‘defectors or informants who had come 
to Austria from the Soviet zone or Soviet 
bloc countries,’’ according to a Justice 
Department report. With the funding of 
the U.S. Army’s counterintelligence 
corps , he helped Barbie flee Italy in 1951, 
the report said. It said that the CIC used 
Barbie after the war as an informer. 
Barbie, extradited to France from Bolivia 
in February, is facing charges of crimes 
against humanity. 


ACCORDING TO the report, Father 
Draganovic was ‘‘above all, a Croatian 
nationalist who was determined to help 
his compatriots.’’ Croatia, a part of 
Yugoslavia, was set up by the Nazis as a 
satellite state during World War II. 


The report describes in detail aspects of 
the Rat Line. It suggests that the Rat 
Line’s legality was dubious, that it 
somehow obtained documents for its 
clients from the U.S. National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, among others, and 
that it may have aided Croatian war 
criminals. 


Father Draganovic ‘‘was attached to a 
seminary in Rome where Croatian youths 


- studied, for the priesthood,’’ the Justice 


Department stated in the report. 


THE RAT Line was ‘‘an escape 
service for Croatian nationalists’’ fleeing 
the Soviet-backed Yugoslav government 
of Josef Tito, the report said. One 
runaway believed aided by the network 
was Ante Pavelic, who had been placed 
by the Nazi occupiers of Yugoslavia as 
head of ‘‘independent’’ Croatia, 
according to the report. Pavelic, the 
report said, was ‘‘a rabidly anti-Serbian 
nationalist.’’ It added that ‘‘from 1941 to 
1945, several hundred thousand Serbs 
(the largest ethnic group in Yugoslavia) 
were killed in Croatia along with about 
30,000 Jews, often by brutal means.’’ 


‘‘Pavelic himself escaped to South 
America, almost certainly with 
Draganovic’s assistance,’’ the report said. 

Father Draganovic ‘‘is known and 
recorded as a Fascist, war criminal, etc.,”’ 
said a memo written by CIC agent Paul 
Lyon in 1950 and quoted by the Justice 
Department. 

LYON ALSO suggested that certain of 
the Rat Line’s activities were of dubious 


- legality. 


He said that the priest and CIC were 
aided by an American, the chief of 
eligibility for the International Refugee 
Organization in Rome, in “‘securing 
additional documentation and IRO aid 
for further transporation.’’ 


‘This, of course, was done illegally 
inasmuch as such persons could not 
possibly qualify for eligibility under the 
Geneva IRO charter,’’ Lyon said. When 
the IRO connection failed, Father 
Draganovic got documents from ‘‘other 
sources in the National Catholic Welfare 
Organization,’’ Lyon stated, according to 
the Justice Department. 


THE NATIONAL Catholic Welfare 
Conference, predecessor to the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, ran 
refugee resettlement programs in post- 
war Europe.

Lyon described. Father Draganovic as 
displaced persons’ ‘‘resettlement chief of 
the Vatican circle.’’ 


However, a Vatican source who did not 
wish to be identified told NC News he 
knew of no record of Father Draganovic 
ever having been a Vatican official. 


LYON WROTE that the CIC and 
Father Draganovic agreed that the priest 
would help CIC get its protectees out of 
Europe and in turn the CIC would help 
him smuggle out ‘‘persons of interest to 
Father Draganovic.”’ 


The Justice Department said the latter 
would have been Croatians, ‘‘since 
Draganovic was above all a Croatian 
nationalist who was determined to help 
his compatriots.”’ 


In addition, the Justice Department 
report stated, “‘CIC may have been 
involved in — at least it'contemplated the: 
possibility of — assisting Draganovic with 
the escape of Croatian war criminals.’ 


FATHER DRAGANOVIC died in 
July in Yugoslavia. During 25 years’ exile 
from that nation he’ often criticized the 
government. He denied collaboration 
with Nazi war criminals.

NFP: Computer does the recordkeeping 


“ST. CLOUD, Minn. (NC) — Frank 
and Linda Ringsmuth of St. Cloud did 
not like charting natural family planning 
methods with pencil and paper, so now 
they let their computer do the work. 


Ringsmuth has combined the everyday 
charting of NFP methods with the home 
Apple II computer. It took ‘‘a year of 
spare time’’ to develop the program, 
write the documentation and prepare the 
program for market. 


THE RINGSMUTHS have used NFP 
methods during their six-year marriage. 
Two and one-half years ago, Ringsmuth 
purchased the Apple computer. Seeing 
the charting and graphic possibilities of 
the computer, he decided to combine 
technology with his and Laura’s daily 
NFP records. 


Now Ringsmuth is able to review all 
the records stored in the memory of the 
computer, as well. as daily NFP records. 
He can give summary information such 
as menstrual cycle length, peak days, and 
length of post-peak portions of the cycle. 
No chart interpretation is involved; only 
facts and their relationships are displayed 
on the screen. 


The program reminds the user of the 
last date and weekday charted, then asks 
such information as basal body 
temperature, discharge or mucus 
observation, and any personal note the 
user wishes entered for the day. It stores 
the data on the program disk. The chart 
can be displayed graphically and as a text, 
on the screen or on a printer, if available. 


ALTHOUGH THE program is only 
compatible with Apple II computers, 
Ringsmuth said if the demand is great, he 
plans to translate for other brand-name 
computers. 


Ringsmuth has received the unsolicited 
endorsement of Dr. John J. McCarthy Jr. 
of Pittsburgh. McCarthy, clinical 
associate professor of obstetrics and 
gynecology at the University of 
Pittsburgh School of Medicine, is a 
leading authority on NFP. 


“Anyone charting menstrual cycles for 
NFP would be intrigued by the easy 
access to charts, as well as the summary 
information,’’?. McCarthy said.

No Mad Murray petition, but rumors persist 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Imagine the 
postman bringing you more than 6,000 
letters every day on an issue that doesn’t 
even exist. 


That is what’s happening to the Federal 
Communications Commission over an 
eight-year-old rumor that atheist leader 
Madalyn Murray O’Hair wants to ban 
religious broadcasting in the United 
States. 


DESPITE EFFORTS to kill the 
rumor — Mrs. O’Hair never filed such a 
petition with the FCC — the number of 
protest letters is growing again. 


“‘We just don’t have any theories about 
why this (the increase in letters) 
happening,’’ said Barbara Moran, a 
consumer assistance specialist at the FCC 
who monitors the phone calls and mail on 
the non-existent O’ Hair petition. 


Ms. Moran said the agency used to 
think there was a link between the flow of 
mail and the arrival of Christmas and 
Easter. But the recent increase in letters 
— along with dozens of phone calls to the 
FCC this summer — seemed to end any 
link with religious holidays, she said. 


AT ONE point two years ago it looked 
as if the FCC might have successfully

squelched the rumor. After a peak of 2.3 
million letters received in 1978, the FCC 
received ‘‘only’’ 546,000 letters on the 
issue in 1981. 


But in 1982 the letter count was back 
up to 1.4 million, according to the FCC. 


Initial tabulations for this year show a 
pace which could put the letters back over 
the two-million mark in 1983. According 
to Ms. Moran, some 88,000 letters 
arrived in January. But by May, the last 
month for which figures were available, 
letters were coming in at a 180,000-per- 
month pace. 

THE TOTAL since 1975 is now 
beyond 16 million.

should not be given the privileges of an 
educational license. 


THE FCC in 1975 rejected the petition 
because it said it would be violating 
separation of church and state if it 
examined whether religious broadcasting 
was educational. 


Somehow, though, the FCC’s number 
on the case, RM 2493, and Mrs. 
O’Hair’s name became linked, and the 
letters never stopped coming. Many 
letters to the FCC mistakenly refer to the 
now-extinct RM 2493 and mention Mrs. 
O’ Hair by name. 


In addition to the FCC, which 
launched a massive and at least partially 
successful public information campaign 
in 1979 aimed at discrediting the rumor, 
the non-existent petition also has been a 
thorn in the side of the religious press. 


In some cases, local councils of the 
Knights of Columbus and other Catholic 
groups have circulated postcards ready to 
be signed and mailed to the FCC. Some 
pastors unaware that the petition is a hoax 
have urged letters to the FCC in their 
parish bulletins.
